alſo to be confeſsd that they have not 
taild ſometimes of good Succeſs, or of 
working great Cares in this Caſe : But 
whether by /pecifick Applications, by Ac- 
ciaent, by Goa's Bleſſing, by the Royal 
Touch, or any other Arcanum ; is not 
ſo caſie tor me to diſtinguiſh and de- 
termine, However, I am poſitive, and 
it muſt be granted on the other hand, 
that the Mng's Evil has often been left 
off, by very many judicious Profeſſors 
both of Phyſick and Chirurgery, asa 
Thing incurablè in ſeveral of their lan- 
guiſhing Patients; for although I do 
not look upon it to be the Ludibriam 
Aledicorum, yet they have always found 
it, a very perplexing and puzzling Ds/- 
temper, And therefore, though I ſhall 
not vaunt my ſelf like the vain Philoſo- 
pher with an vpme 3 that I have found 
out the Difficulty of all Diſeaſes, or 
ſome Wonder or other of an Univerſal 
Medicine: Yet I have good Reaſon to 
perſuade my felt, both by Practice and 
Experience, that I long ago found a 
Faithful Friend; who card Me effectu- 
ally of an inveterate Scrofula, in ſpite of 
all popular Diſcouragements; and that 


1 my ſelf have alſo perfectly curd a

vaſt many Others ſince of the like Ma- 
lady, by the ſame Means or Virtue of the 
ſame Particular Secret: So that I think, 
J may now the more boldly publiſh 
my Notions of the Kings Evil, in Print;

The NAME 


Ir# then; the Name of the Diſeaſe 

in the Greek, is either ye or 
Keziez, according to Heſychius. The Firit 
[ Nies] ſignifies a Sow or a Hog ; as I ſup- 
poſe thoſe Creatures have been thought 
by the Azcterts, and are (till reckon'd 
by ſome Moderns to be infeſted in a 
more peculiar manner with this /crofa- 
lous Diſeaſe: For in the Throats of 
Swine, we may often find ſuch ſtrumous 
Tumors, and the Glandules indurated. 
And 'tis no wonder neither that Men 
and Brutes ſhould ſometimes be trou- 
bled with the ſame Diſtemper; eſpecially 
ſeeing they both agree in many other 
things of Conſtitution or Humour, Or 
elſe the Mord ſignifies a Rock lying with 
a Ridge upon the top of the Sea, not 
much unlike a Hog's Bach; and this may 
bear ſome Analog) alſo to a Glandalous 
{mor : Whether the Metaphor be fetch'd 
either from the Hardzeſs, the Greatneſs, 


or the Figure ſometimes of the Part 
afflicted.

The other Name of it in the Greek 
Tongue | Kpavpz] imports a dry, arid or 
inflam'd Malignauc); and, as it it were 
Kev apCr, Torria, from Kai, aro, tO burn. 
Now a hot, ſcurfy or friable Inflammation 
repreſents the Thing very properly to 
the Eye, and expreſſes the Nature of it 
exactly (as it often happens) to the 
very Life, But my Author Heſychias 
alſo ſays, it is likewiſe a Diſeaſe of Bees, 
and explains himſelf by this particular 
Obſervation; that They are troubled 
with it at the ſame time, when they 
breed Worms or make Cob. webs. However, 
be it as it will as to that matter, this 
Word ſhews the Nature of the Malady 
well enough in one Reſpect by Heat and 
Friability ; though it does not anſwer 


yet for all the other Qualities of tlie 
whole Evil. 


But beſides, it has alſo Two Names 
in the Latin Tongue; for the Gramma- 
rians call it either by That of Scrofula, 
or That of Struma, indifferently, without 
any great Di#indion: only that the 
Former is a diminutive Word, ſignifying 
a Nen in the Throat as well as a Little 


Pig 
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Pig, from Scrofa an Od Som; which 
ſeems to be a fictitious Name of that 
Creature, taken from the Sound of the 
Greek Word Yee,sc (as Hleſychius thinks) 
perhaps as delighting to grub up the 
Earth in Holes or Hillocks; and Theſe 
indeed are Both ſometimes very apt De- 
nominations or near Reſemblances at leaſt 
of the King's Evil, by reaſon either of 


perforating Ulcers in one Reſpect, or ex- 


aecding large Tamors in the Other, But 
the Latter Word Strxma differs a little 
from the Former; for it is derived from 
Ruma, a Teat or Dug, &c. which may 
be ſucłd: either from d dꝰν, traho or 
ſugo to fuck ; or from zi, fino to flow, as 
the Mk does in ſucking ; which holds 
ſome 4n:1looy with the Cardling Matter 
of the Ns Evil, like Cheeſe, And fo 
the Graz marians ſay well, that Struma 
is as it were ſtraens Rumam, making a 
Dug or Pap, becauſe it riſes up frequent- 
ly in a Damp of that Shape or Freare 
ſo that, in ſhort, Struma is ſuppos d 
0 ſigniſie in general any amor, Botch 
g Hen, either in the Throat, Neck or 
Armeholes; the Word coming imme- 
diately (as fome think) from cue, which 
ariſes from Sof, Sterno, to ſpread be- 

cauſe 


/ the Kings Evil. 7 


cauſe the Diſeaſe might probably be 
obſerv'd formerly to lie and ſpread moſt 
under the Throat, And therefore by 
the fame Analogical Reaſon, this Term 
may likewiſe very properly import, 
what we now call the Kings Evil. 


Now I muſt needs ſay, that Either 
or Any of theſe Words expreſs the Thing 
very well as to the main Import of a 
ſerofulous or trumons Tumor ; and do not 
only give us ſome Light into the Nature 
of it, but alſo lead us in courſe to conſi- 
der the Diſeaſè more eſſentially and fully 
than can be made out, by any nominal 
Diſquiſition or Etymology. But I beg 
leave here to make one Digreſſion by the 
way, about our Exeliſh Term for the 
Struma or Scrofula, as it is now common- 
ly calPd the Kis Evil in every Body's 
Mouth; before I begin to deine what J 
have hitherto been only a deſcribing by 
Name, And ſome Writers think that this 
Name was given to any ſcrofulous or 
ſtrumous Diſeaſe, long before Edward the 
Confeſſors Time; but however All agree 
at leaſt, that from his Reign it was 
calPd nothing elſe gezerally (and I may 
ſay vulgarly too) mM the Kings Evil 

in

in England. The Reaſon for ſo calling it 
is Plain; whether we believe the mrira- 
culous Cure of that Diſtemper in many 
Cafes, to be an extraordinary Bleſſing of 
God beſtow*d upon the Rings of England, 
ab origine, and ſo to continue as a 
powerful Faculty by hereditary Succeſſi- 
on attending on the Crown: or whether 
we take this Care of the Evil by the 
Royal Touch to have been no Antienter 
than Edward the Confeſſor, and that it was 
a peculiar Gift to Him at firſt, and to »o 
Body before Him, as a ſingular Rewara 
of his Holizeſs; to be by a kind of here- 
ditary Right annex'd to Regal Authority 
for the future. The Matter is in D#ſpate 
ſtill. But be it as it will, the History 
affords us ample Teſtimony and great Au- 
thority tor calling this Diſeaſe by a Royal 
Name, The Ring's Evil; For, becauſe it 
cannot be deny'd, but that wonderful 
Cares of it have been formerly wrought, 
by the Good Kings and Queens of En- 
gland, and are ſtill done by a continu'd 
Series even to this very Day: Not that 
I believe, They ever were, or perhaps 
cver may be troubled with the Diſtem- 
per themſelves; as the Vulgar in ſome 
Countries think at the firſt hearing of 

the 
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the Name. However, it muſt be grant- 
ed on the other hand, that ſeveral 
Perſons have never been the better 
for being Touchd, nor ever receiv'd 
any greater Benefit by this Means than 
the Gold that was given 'em upon their 
Application; and yet it is certain They 
have afterwards been perfectly car d of 
the ſame Maladies, by the ſucceſsful 
Medicines of good Artiits ; ſo that though 
Chirurgery may perhaps fail ſometimes, 
where the Royal Hand performs the Cure, 
yet it has held as true alſo on the contra- 
Y, in Favour of the other Side, by many 
ſingular Inſtances. 


Wherefore I hope, I may without any 
Offence either to the Court, the City, or the 
Countrey, either to Princes or Profeſſors, 
take upon me to fay, and that by long 
Experience too, for rhe publick Good; 
that let this Diſeaſe prove never fo Ia- 
weterate or Obſtinate, J am poſſe(s'd of 
ſuch Sovereign and Effectual Medicines 
as will care it perfectly by God's Bleſ- 


ſing, when all other AMeaſ#res or Methods 
fall.

CHAT. 1 
The Nature of the EVIL. 


Econaly; As to the Nature of the 
King's Evil, ſeveral Authors have de- 
fin'd it ſeveral ways: but the beſt Defi- 
nition that I can pretend to gather from 
'em all, is Th in brief. The Scrofala, is 
a preternatural malignant Tumor or Hu- 
mour, produc'd by a particular Acidity of 
the Serum of the Blood: either in Gland, 
Muſcle or Membrane, which it both co- 
azulates and indurates; or in the Marrow, 
which it always diſſolves, and alſo pu- 
trefies the Bone. Bur leſt this Definition 
ſhould want any further Hlaſtration, 1 
{hall explain my ſelf thus more at large, 
in a particular manner: Now ?tis plain, 
this Acidity in the Serum of the Blood, 
mult needs occaſion a very Cra, Glu- 
tinous and Acid Lympha in the Body; 
which not finding any convenient or 
regular Paſſage thro? its proper Channels, 
preſently ſtops in the Glands or Elſe- 
where, and ſenſibly tumefies or indurates 
the Parts affected: So that, in ſhort, 


\ * 
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by reaſon of this Corroſive Quality, the 


Diſtemper in time becomes Malignant, 


obdurate and very difficult to be cared ; 
the Lympha being ſo viſcous and fo 
ſtrongly ſettled in ſome extreme Parts, 
that it often proves the hardeſt thing in 
the World to thin, rarifie and attenuate, 
or take away ſuch an Oh#ruttion, of ſour, 
tag nating, coagulated Juices, From hence 
it appears, that the Acid Matter whe- 
ther contain'd mithin a Cyſtis, or Swel- 
ling elſewhere without, either in the 
Salrvatory Glands, &c. in One Reſpect, 
or in thick Upper Lips chopt &c. in the 
Other; is the only Thing to be recti- 
fy'd or ſweeten'd, in Order to effect a 
perfect Cure: And I cannot conceive 
how that can be done radicall), fave 
only by Alcalious Medicines, which is 
the Noſtrum pretended to in my Pra- 
dice: For otherwiſe the latent, habi- 
tual and inveterate Corroſiveneſs of the 
ſharp indurated Lympha, which is the 
principal Cauſe of the Kzng's Evil, will 
continually prove Izcorrigible by all the 
Art of Man. And therefore the Struma 
being a Diſeaſe of that ran and ſour 
Natare, it muſt be corrected and dul- 
cify'd by ſweet healing Medicines, as 
| ENG 
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the moſt Powerful Means to bring the 
Acid Humours or Juites to their due 


Tone, as well as the Conilitution to it's 


Fe or natural State of Health and 


igour. 


But to give a more exact Account of 
the Nature of the Thing already de- 


fd, I think my ſelf oblig'd to explain 


the true Meaning of the Terms, Coagu- 
lation and Diſſolution, in this Place, as 
pat to the Purpoſe, Now by Coagala- 
tion, I mean an irregular Cardiling or 
Thick*ning of the Blood by a real Priva- 
tion of Moiſture; ſo that I can com- 
pare it to nothing but that of making 
a Curd of Milk with Reunet. Now it 
is notorious that many ſtrumous Tumors, 
being full of a white car/ed Matter, have 
a Likeneſs at leaſt, if not alſo an Afinity 
with the Card of Milk; which are 
Both alike occalion'd by a coagulating 
Aciaity, though perhaps of a different 
Nature: and yet they mul be Both very 
near as acrimonious as Aqua fortis or Spi- 
711 of Vitriol, to turn either the fibrous 
Parts of Blood or the groſs Particles of 
Milk into a kind of Cheeſe or cardled 
Matter by a coagulating Fermentation.

To confirm this Notion, it will be ſuf. 
ficient to appeal to many Patients, whe- 
ther they are not often ſenſible of the 
molt painful Corroſions, next to the 
gnawing of Dogs; which mult needs pro- 
ceed from a ſort of a ſharp witriolick 
Acidity, that flops, coagulates and cor- 


rodes the Part ſo affected, or indeed ra- 
ther afflicted, with this Malady. 


But on the other hand; the Reafor 
why I aſcribe Diſſolution to the ſame 
Acidity, is this: Becauſe whenever it 
comes to the Aarrow, and mixes with 
the Fibres of the Bone, it diſſolves and 
rots em in all Perſons; for every Body 
knows that Ore and the ſame Cauſe may 
have different Effects, according to the 
Nature of the Subject Matter that is 
wrought upon; for it is a true Maxim, 
that Whatever is received, is receiv'd accord- 
ing to the Quality or Natare of the Receiver ; 
As for Inſtance, the San melts Butter and 
hardens Clay; and Vinegar coagulates 
Milk, but diſſolves an Egg, White and 
Shell and all. Thus in like manner does 
our ſtrumous Acidity operate divers ways; 
tor when it falls upon the Serum of the 
Blood, then follows Cogalation in the 
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fibrous Parts of it, and ſo it proceeds 


uncorrected to the furtheſt Members of 
the Body: But when it penetrates the 
Bone and gets into the Marrom, it has a 
quite contrary Effect; and is ſo far from 
indurating or hardening them, that it 
diſſolves and putrefies the very Hardneſs 
or Conſiſtency that it meets with there. 


Ard thus, in ſhort, having ſet forth 
the Nature of the Struma, whether as a 
Tumor or Ulcer; whether in the Glan- 
dules or elſewhere, by as clear a Light 
as I could fetch, either from Authority 
or Reaſon; I ihall now take upon me in 
Order of my Diſcourſe, to enquire into 
the various Cauſes of jt. 


| 
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CHAP. II. 
The CAUSES of i. 


Hirdly; I ſuppoſe by this time no 
1 Man will deny, that the Preter- 
natural Acidity of the Serum of the 
Blood, is the immediate Cauſe of the 
Rings Evil; as it renders the whole 
Lympha acrimonious and indurated, and 
thereby produces a Craſs, Glutinous, 
Coagulated Matter in ſeveral Parts of 
the Body. But as to the Medzate or 
more Remote Cauſes of the Scrofula, 
there are a great mary aſſign'd by the 
Learned; to make it either Hereditary 
from the Pareuts, or Accidental from 
Air, Diet, Exerciſe, &c. 


"Tis as maniſeit, as the Noſe upon a 
Man's Face, that the Children of Scro- 
phulous or Strumous Parents, are com- 
monly liable to the ſame Diſtemper; and 
ſo are Thoſe that fuck the Mil of ſuch 
diſeas'd Nurſes. Now this argues the 
Malady to be deeply imprinted upon 
the whole Maſs of Blood, or naturally im- 
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planted in the very Conſtitutions of ſome 
Perſons; ſeeing that it may be, and 
often is fo traduc'd, and entail d by Pa- 
rents, tlius afflicted and never cur'd, up- 
on their Poſterity, 


And here I cannot omit one Obſerva- 
tion by the By; that Children alſo who 
are begotten at improper Times of the 
Moon, have been often ſubject to be at- 
flicted with This Evil, and to the laſt 
Degree too of /7rulency, Let this be a 
Warning to Marry d People. 


But beſides The/e, there are ſome Per- 
ſons whoſe natural Temper of Blood be- 
ing very Acid, and the Serum by that 
means very apt to coagulate, are gene- 
rally Obnoxious to it; as Children 
troubled with the Rickets, and all O- 
thers that are Weakly, or in whom the 
Heat is not ſtrong enough for a regular 
Dineſtwn, 


People likewiſe may be made very 
liable to Scrofulous crude Humours and 
Tumors by the 1z4!{poſition of Place; 
That is, by living always in Extremes 
of Air, either too thin or too thick, too 

keen

keen or too groſs: For the Air is as it 
were pabulum vite, and mult needs have 
as peculiar an Influence upon our Bodies, 
as our daily Food has without Diſpute. 
Beſides, /alt, ſour, ſlimy Meats or Drinks 
may often occaſion the K#mgs Evil; 
ſharp or fulſom Diet naturally diſpoſing 
the Body to ſuch a deſperate corroding 
Diſeaſe: And we can expect no better 
Effect from fo bad a Cauſe. And fo will 
the Wazt of Exerciſe ſometimes render 
the Blood Corroſive and full of Slime or 
phlegm or a ſtagnated Acidity; where 
the Body frequently falls into the ſame 
Diſtemper, and becomes troubled with 
hard Glandulous Fleſh, white Tumors or 
ſore Ulcers all over the Body. But be- 
ſides yet, there are Thouſands and Thou- 
ſands of other Accidezts alſo, that may 
produce this malignant Diſeaſe, in a Body 
thus prediſpos'd for it, either by III Ha- 
bits or Irregular Ads. 


However yet I muſt needs grant, that 
there are various Opinions among divers 
Authors about the True Cauſes of the 
Ringes Evil. Some think that it pro— 
ceeds from the Succus Nutritias, being 
di ſorder'd in thoſe that feed too much 
8 D 2 upon 
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upon //zzy Meats ; whoſe Phlegmatick, 
Cold and weak Digeſtions, create a great 
Maſs of crude Humours; which being 
carry'd thence to thoſe diſtant Parts 2 
fected, become Hard, Fixt and Unfit tor 
any Supprration. Others again have fan- 
cy d, that the Imagination being mightily 
diſturbed by Warr, Sadneſs or Melancholy ; 
it weakens and diſorders the Digeſtive 
Facalty in the Stomach ; and ſo conſe- 
quently at long run, produces thoſe 
knotty Tzmors, we find in Scrofulous 
Patients: But this ſeems to be Ridi- 
culous. There are Some yet that ſay, 
the Viſcous Nature of the Saccus Nervo- 
rum muſt needs be the very Iumediate 
Efficient Cauſe of thoſe ſtrumous Tumors 
in the Salrvatory Glands; for that the 
thick Juice lying there long, grows har- 
der and harder by coazulating, and can- 
not pals at lait, by reaſon of it's Indura- 
ion. However, we find Others again 
of a quite different Opinion; who a- 
ſcribe the Cauſe of it to a coagulated Phlegm 
or a ſour Blood in the very Part affected: 
where the thick Acid Juices are obstru- 
(ted, grow Hf or obdurate, and mag- 
zifie to the laſt Extremity of Rancour or 
£oulneſs, But Some, on the other _ 
Wi 
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will have it to ariſe immediately from a 
Craſs Lympha or Phlegmatick Humour, 
which ſtops in ſome Part for want 
of a due Paſſage or Evacuation, and t- 


mefies there into what we call it the 


Struma. However, after all yet, the 
beſt and moſt plauſible Opinion I have 
met with, ſeems to be Ths ; that the 
Scrofuls comes originally from the 
Chyle being diſtemper d; which by ſome 
bad Fermentation or other growing Sour, 

Acid and Corroſive, afterwards affects 
the Meſentery-Glands in this manner; 
and ſo by conſequence the Lympha being 
corrupted at firſt, can never after that 
be good for any thing in any other Part 
of the Body, but only to provide a 
Patient for ſome Perſon or other, that 
can cure the Rings Evil. 
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The AUTHOR s Obixion. 


S for my Part, I cannot but be- 

lieve, that the Kzinz's Evil, ta- 
king it 4 prima origine, certainly pro- 
ceeds from an extraordinary Acidity in 
the Fir Digeſtion; which Vice is never 
afterwards corrected by the Second, 
Third, Fourth, &c : but conveys its Ma- 
lizxity further, and at once of courſe 
ſpoils the CHlus, ſharpens the Blood, 
and corrupts the whole Lympha. This 
is what in my Judgment always occa- 
ſions thoſe ſtrumous Tumors or Ulcers, 
happen where they will in the Body, as 
the Cauſa fine qua non; the very Source 
and Beginning of the Malady : And what 
Artiſt ſoever can perfectly rectiſie that 
vicious Acidity in the Firſt Digeſtion, by 
Alcalious Eſfectual Medicines, muſt neceſ- 
ſarily Cure the Diſtemper in Courſe; and 
as naturally accompliſh the Work, and 
with as much Trauth too, as it is to take 
away the Effect by removing the Cauſe : 
Which is the main thing, in ſhort, of 
my Fretenſion.

But perhaps ſome People may judge 
better yet of this vaſt, ſpreading and 
extenſive Evil, by my ſaying ſome- 
thing of the Parts commonly affeded ; 
and ſhewing particularly how they are 
concern'd, and how they labour or lan- 
guiſh, under the heavy Oppreſſion.

CHAP. IV. 
The PARTS Afected. 


Ourthiy; Now the Parts that are 
moſt frequently afflicted with the 
Struma, I reckon to be the Glandules 
(that have ſometimes paſs'd under the 
Comical Alluſive Name of the Sow and 
Pigs) the Muſcles, Membranes, Tendons 
and Bones, The Viſcera likewiſe often 
ſuffer by't; but if the Nerves or Brain 
are ever touchd or tainted with an 
ſcrofulous Humour, the Juices of thoſe 
Parts are diſſolv'd, not coagulated nor tu- 
mefy'd, as T ſaid before of the Marrow and 
the Boxes: For I have never yet ob- 
ſerv'd any Tumors either in the Nerves 
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or the Brain, but only thoſe Parts wa 
ſed and grown Carious by the Corroſion 
of the vicious Hamours, and more in- 
clin'd to Putrefaction than any obdurate 
Conſiſtency. 


However, the Part that is uſually fir? 
affected with this AMalad), proves to be 
the Meſentery; for it has often been 
found by undeniable Experience that the 
Meſenterick Glands have been inwardly 
ſtrumous, both as to Obi#ruttion and Ju- 
mour; When at the ſame time, there 
have appear'd no viſible Symptoms of 
any ſuch Aazliznity upon the outward 
Glanas : Nor indeed has there been 
any ſuch ſcrofulous Diſpolition of Hu- 
our at all there in Reality. And then 
again we may depend upon't, that when- 
ever the external Glaxas are obſtructed 
and. ſwell'd, the Meſentericks are cer- 
tainly afflicted in like manner: So that 
there's no doubt but the Meſentery is 
commonly the fir Part affected and 
Apoild by a corroſive Acidity of this 
Kind. | 


But the Gand, after all is ſaid, are 
the principal Stat ot the Rings Evil 
inſo- 
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inſomuch, that ſome of the Antients re- 
ſtrain'd the Diſeaſe to thoſe Parts only, 
as if no other had been ſubject ro*t : And 
yet we find many more Places notori- 
ouſly affected with it to a violent degree. 
However, conſidering that there are ſe- 
veral ſorts of Glandules, whether Conglo- 
bate or Conglomerate (as ſome call em); 
I cannot but think, that thoſe we term 
Reduftive, which ſerve for the Percola- 
tion of the Lympha, muſt needs be moſt 
afflicted of all others: For why? when- 
ever the Serum or the Lympha is ſo diſ- 
order'd and grown Acid, thoſe Glands 
that perform the Office of Aque.dutts, 
or Conduits, will doubtleſs ſuffer extreme- 
ly, either by Obſtruction, or by Corroſion, 
or both. Now when the Parts thro? which 
the Lympha ſhould paſs pure and regular, 
are ſo tumeſ) d and ſtopp d up, we may 


depend upon it to be an infallible Symp- 
tom of the Kings Evil. 
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However yet, no Place of the Bod 
more frequently and viſibly 3 
with ſtrumous Coagulations, than the Neck 
quite around; which being Bare, eſpeci- 
ally in Womez, is more expos'd to the 
Sharpneſs of the Cold Weather; and that 
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Quality of the Air, without doubt, huge- 
ly helps on the Acid Matter to ſtagnate 
or lodge there, as well as it aggravates 
the Evil in this particular Part. 

But to proceed; the Breaſts, the Arm- 
pits, the Langs themſelves, the Salivals, 
and the Jonſils are allo ſometimes miſe- 
rably troubl'd with Scrofulous Tumors; as 


will evidently appear to the Eye of any 
Common Practicer. 


Neither are the Glands in the Groyn 
always free from this Malady, nor the 
Teſticles, nor the Proſtate, which are two 
Glandules under the Seminal Bladders; 
" tho? it is a little difficult ſometimes to 
1 diſtinguiſh thoſe Tumors from the Effects 
U of another baſe ſuſpected Diſtemper. 


So much for the Natural Glands; but 
now there are beſides hoſe, ſeveral Ad- 
vventitious Preternatural ones, occaſion'd 
by this Diſeaſe ; which ariſe viſibly in- 
fected with the ſame Raucour, in the 
Face, Arms, Legs, Skin, Muſcles and Mem- 
branes ; no, and ſometimes ſpreading o- 
ver the whole Body, from Head to Hands 
and Feet, Fingers and Toes; not excepting 
the very Viſcera themſelves from being 

frequently 
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frequently in ſome Caſes afflicted with 


Strumous Swellings. 


* 


As to the Affection of the Bones, *tis 
notoriouſly well known, that ſetting a- 
ſide the Glands, they are as much troubled 
(I might ſay, tormented) with this core 
roding Diſeaſe, as any other Parts of the 
Bod); not to ſay more, But then theſe are 
very diſtinct from all Glandulous Tumors; 
for tho? the Bone may ſeem outwardly 
hard and ſound, yer the Juices are all 
putrefy*d and rotten within at the ſame 
time. However, Bones will be often al- 
ſo exterpally, as well as internally affected 
with this venemous Humour; which al- 
ways either bares them, or makes *em 
very Cariows and much Corrupted : And 
this commonly happens by the Contiguity 
of ſome Membrane or Tendon ſorely affli- 
Qed with this Acidity that infects the 
adjacent Parts, or the very Bones them» 
ſelves. And indeed, howtrequently are 
the Tendons likewiſe troubPd with a groſs 
Gummineſs, or a thick Maſs of Scrofulous 
Matter? Tis palpable from the Elbows 
Kyees and Ankles; or, in ſhort, from all 
the Joynts of the Body thus diſtemper'd. 
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In fine, what miſerable Objects do we 
daily meet with, even at Death's Door, 
waſted to meer Sceletons, by languiſh- 
ing under this lingring Diſeaſe in all 
Parts of the Bod); for want of effectual 
Medicines to heal thoſe ſic and wounded 
poor Souls! But the Conſideration of this 
leads me directly to the ſingular Caſe of 4 
Perſon ſo afflicted, and as 5 too, even 
abſolutely deſpair'd of by ſeveral Emi- 
nent Practiſers; who was yet perfectl 
cur'd, to Admiration, by the Bleſſing of 
Almighty God, and the Means of a Power- 
ful Medicine: Such a one, as hath not 
fail'd ſince alſo of the ſame good Succeſs 
of working as Great Cures upon others, 
by its Sovereign Alcalious Virtue,

Ifthiy then; the Caſe will be this: when 

[ was about Seven Years of Age, at 
Kynz2ſley in Staffordſhire, it ſo happend, 
that a large Scrofulous or Strumous Tumor 
aroſe in my Left Breaſt; which afflicted 
me very much, and in a violent manner 
OO: 
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too: Upon which, a Neighbouring Sur- 
geon of Note being ſent for, he firſt made 
uſe of Cataplaſms to break it, and then 
apply*d ſeveral Suppurating Emplaſtres 
but all to little or no Purpoſe, ſave only, 
that he entertain d ſome Hehe, ſtill of do- 
ing me good. However, afterwards he 
ply d me over and over with Catharticks 
and Emeticks, beſides other outward Ap- 
plications, in order to 4z/cuſs or diſſolve 
the impacted Humoar And this 'Treat- 
ment laſted a whole Year, but without 
any greater Succeſs ; for I remain'd ſtill 
in as bad a Condition, and as Languid as 
ever. 


After this, a ſecond Surgeon was im- 
mediately imploy*'d ; who having dili- 
rently dreſs'd me about a Year, at laſt 
brake the Swelling, and alſo perfectly 
heaPd it to every Bodys thinking; but 
then it prov d to be only a palliative Cure, 
for in leſs than a Month's time, another 
large Tamor fell into my Left Thigh; 
which yet colt both im and my ſelf a 
rear deal of Trouble for above a Year, 

efore ever we could perceive it any bet- 
ter. And when we did find it prett 
well, as far as we could judge external- 
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ly, it laſted but for a {mall time; for in 
ſix Weeks after, my Le, hot and Ankle 
appear d {mo to 2 vait Bigneſs : inſo- 
much, that a ir Seton then was ſent 
for, who, in leſs tlian a Jear's time, indeed, 
by what Methods he ns'd. gectually 
brake it in Twenty Liacce 3c leaft; but 
however, having #re/#4 it ſtill on for a- 
bove a Year and a hall, without any A- 
menament, he gave it over as /.ivour in 
vain, and ingenuouſly advis'd my friends 
to ſend me to one of the Hoſpitals in 
London. And accordingly I was carry'd 
thither at laſt in a Horſe-Litter, not be- 
ing able to travel any other way. Im- 
mediately after my Arrival here from the 
Country, | was carry'd to St. Bartholomew's 
Hoſpital, a miſerable Object then as I 
was with the Kyz2's Evil; where the 
Beſt Surgeons had no ſooner view'd my 
1hizh and Foot, but they found them as 
Cavous as Cony-baries, and putrefy'd to 
the very Bone; ſo that, in ſhort, they 
gave us very little Encouragement of a 
Perfect Cure, or indeed, of any other Re- 
lief; even 10 far from it, that they did 
not deſign to dreſs me, till my Father

Now, by this time, my whole Body 
was ſo emaciated and weak, that I could 
not ſupport my ſelf without my Cratches, 
and I had nor ſet my Left Foot to the 
Ground for near Seven Tears, But, as 
Providence would have it, before the Day 
came that was fix'd for cutting off my Leg, 
we were well recommended to one Mr. 


Joſepb 
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Joſeph Tarner,a conſiderable Surgeon; who 
gave us greater Hopes, and the comfor- 
table Encouragement of a Cure, without 
Amputation. In ſhort, he paſs'd his 
word, that T ſhould, in all Probability, 


be perſectly well within a Years time; 


and according to his Promiſe, I ſoon 
found my felt, by his Management and 
Medicines, in the direct way to be reſtor d 
to my Limbs and Health, beyond Relapſe ; 
for in a Quarter of a Tear, I perceiv'd 
my ſelf infinitely better, and could ſet 
my Foot to the Ground; in a Quarter 
more, a large Pill- Box full of foul Bones 
came away from the ulcerated Parts, 
and ſeveral of the Ulcers were quite 
healed up; in about three Quarters time, 
I could eaſily walk about without my 
Crutches; and before the Tear was ex- 
pir'd, I was perfectly well recover'd, 
and bound an Apprentice to the very ſame 
Mr. Turner (an excellent Surgeon) for 
Seven Years. And now I could not but 
think my ſelf Happy, and bleſs GOD, that 
I had fall'n into ſuch Fectual and good 
Hands in both Reſpects.

UT to go on ; during my whole 

Apprenticeſhip, J obſerv'd that my 
Maſter had all ſorts of Practice; but more 
eſpecially in Scrofulous, or Venereal Ca- 
ſes.

dition, who have generally been tam- 
per'd with by Empericks, labour'd under 
Five or Six Hands Cor as many as I 
my ſelf was under formerly) and to as 
little Effect. And therefore give me 
leave to ſay, that though the Diitemper 
is bad enough at the firſt Appeararce ot it, 
yet it might be happily Cr'd in a great 
deal leſs Time, if that pernicious Corro- 
ſive Humour was not ſuffer d to lurk fo 
long, under unskiltul Hands, as to de- 
{troy the Fleſh and foul the Bones: For 
upon my Word, there is not One Pa. 
tient in Ten, but I find him either ſo 
neglected or abus'd, that for want of be-

ing duly or skilfully manag'd at „it, I 
am commonly forc'd to wait for Exfo- 
liation with Patience, before I can per- 
fect the Cure. But beſides, I have 
Crd feveral Perſons in the remote Parts 
of this Kingdom, upon receiving an 
exact Account of their Malady by Letters, 
in far leſs Time, than Thoſe T dreſs 
every Day, in and about London; and I 
cannot aſcribe This to any other Reaſon, 
but becauſe I had the good Fortune to 
be their firit Surgeon. 


And moreover, my Medicines are alſo 
as Prevalent and Expeditious in Venereal 
Caſes, to Admiration : For indeed they 
are ſo Powerful, and Succeſsful, by the 
Bleſſing of God, that I havecur'd ſeveral 
ſad Spectacles of the molt virulent Ulcers, 
whoſe Bodies have been cover'd all over 
with Scarf, Scabs and Spots innumerable 
as well as frightful to the Beholder.

\ 7xthly, in fine, to conclude this Trad? , 
x 3 I humbly conceive, that nothing 
can be more Credible or Certain than 
Matter of Fact, confirm'd by undeniable 
Experience and Te#imony: The Truth 
of which will appear beſt by the tol- 
lowing Inſtances. 


I. The fir## Patient I had, April 6th, 
1691. was Mr. Chandley's Only Daughter 
of Shacklewel near Kzzgsland; ſhe was
